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The officials are loath admit that many the prominent mem- 
bers not heed the mandate the Institute, wherein states “that 
competition exists when two more architects submit drawings 
the same time for prospective piece work,” nor they heed the 
other mandate the Institute “that member shall enter unau- 
thorized competition and competitions shall state pro- 
gram that has been approved the sub-committee the Institute.” 

The officers regret that during the past year fourteen members have 
been called before the Board for participating unauthorized compe- 
titions. Most the offenses were found committed through 
carelessness ignorance, and all the members brought before 
the Chapter have agreed hereafter refrain from taking part any 
unauthorized competition, and far known they have lived 
this promise. 

During the last year the Chapter has established the practice 
writing programs and furnishing judges for small competitions, and 
find that this much-desired and successful method securing 
good programs where the expense adviser prohibitory. 
strongly recommended that during the coming year this 
cedure adopted and vigorously pursued, endeavoring extend the 
influence the Chapter with school boards and town officials, until 
they realize the help which the Chapter can them and the 
advantage that clean competition has over those competitions which 
contain “loaded dice.”
